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CHAPTER 148.

AN ACT to transfer the war fund to the general fund and discon- 
tinue the war fund. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

War fund to be SECTION 1. So much of section one (1) of chapter 
transferred. thirteen (13) of the laws of the extra session of 1861, 

or so much of any law as establishes a separate fund to 
be known as the "war fund," is hereby repealed ; and 
all sums of money due or to become due to the war 
fund, shall be paid into the general fund, and all ap-
propriations which by law are payable from the war 
fund are hereby made payable from any money in the 
general fund not otherwise appropriated. 

SECTION 2. The secretary of state and state treasurer 
are hereby directed to close the accounts of the war 
fund on the books in their respective offices, and charge 
to the general fund the amount now overdrawn from 
the war fund. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
on or after its pas-age and publication.
